HIS  brief  account  of  the 
membranaceous  produc¬ 
tions  of  the  early  Englilh 
Prefs,  is  the  refult  of  the 
gathering  together  of  the  materials 
which  exift  for  fuch  a  work,  with 
the  view  of  its  becoming  the  chan¬ 
nel  through  which  more  perfed:  in¬ 
formation  may  be  made  to  flow. 
While  the  early  printers  of  Germany 
and  Italy  employed  vellum  as  the 
material  then  moft  in  ufe,  the  later 
introdudion  of  the  art  into  England 
rendered  paper  the  more  commodious 
vehicle  for  its  ufe.  The  unrivalled 
typography  of  J enfon,  the  fertile  prefs 
of  Aldus,  fhine  in  many  a  perga- 
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menous  tome,  while  one  book  only 
on  vellum  is  known  to  have  iffued 
from  the  prefs  of  Caxton.  To  af“ 
certain,  however,  the  extent  to  which 
the  founders  of  the  Britiih  prefs  in- 
dulged  in  the  utmoft  luxury  of  their 
art,  and  to  trace  the  locality  of  thofe 
copies  which  have  efcaped  the  ra¬ 
vages  of  tirne,  cannot,  furely,  to  a 
Britifli  bibliographer  be  an  ungrate¬ 
ful  or  an  unworthy  talk.  This  im- 
perfedl  record  of  the  moft  enduring 
monuments  of  the  Englifh  prefs  may 
be  interefting  to  all  thofe  whofe  at- 
-tachment  to  the  literature  of  their 
country,  makes  them  anxious  to 
refcue  ftom  oblivion  fome  of  its  ear- 
lieft  memorials,  and  to  illuftrate  to 
the  utmoft  of  their  power  the  typo¬ 
graphical  Antiquities  of  England.
